Rancho Cucamonga City

Jim Smith, coordinator of the 
event. 


“This gives them an 
opportunity to increase their 
skills,” Smith said. “It also 
gives them the opportunity to 
meet students from other 
schools. This is a big day for all 
these kids. Actually it’s a big 
day for all of us.” 

Only students at the top of 
their math class are eligible to 
participate in Math Field Day, 
Smith said. 


Throughout the morning, 
youngsters compete in five 
scheduled events which 
include: Quiz the Wiz, Mad 
Hatter, Leap Frog, Word 
Problems and Chalk Talk. 

And winners were awarded 
plaques, ribbons and prizes 
donated by local merchants. 

The most difficult of all the 
events was Chalk Talk in which 
only sixth graders could 
participate. 

Students answered oral 
questions on a chalk board 
while a panel of judges looked 
on. 


“A student has to be very 
articulate to compete in Chalk 
Talk,” Smith said.

And children who wanted to 
visit China ate pot-stickers, 
Chinese dumplings. 

The 450 first-through sixth- 
grade children carried around 
travel bags, had make-believe 
passports stamped as they 
each selected three different

Ballet de Folklorico, a group 
of student dancers, did dances 
from different cultures within 
Mexico and South America in 
the afternoon. 

As Wright told the story of 
the history of the city, children 
dramatized significant figures 
out of the city’s past. 

Wright started her story with 
the Indians out of the 
Shoshonean stock, who used to 
inhabit what is now Rancho 
Cucamonga. She then told the 


children about explorers Juan 
Bautista de Anza and Jedediah 
Smith. 

Occupation of the land came 
by a grant from Mexican Don 
Tiburcio Tapia in 1839. After 
Tapia’s death, the land was 
inherited by Tapia’s duaghter. 
She and her husband lived there 
until they sold the land to John 
Rains, whose wife Dona Merced 
was a wealthy heiress to the 
man who owned Chino. 

It was with Dona Merced’s 
money that Rains purchased 
the Cucamonga rancho for 
$16,500. 

The following year, Rains 
started construction of a large 
brick home near the Rancho 
which was completed in 1861, 
now called the Rains House. He 
expanded the vineyard and 
enlarged the winery. 

The stagecoach stop — now 
the Sycamore Inn — called Billy 
Rubottom’s Inn, was a popular 
gathering place, Wright told the 
children. 

In the fall of 1862, John Rains 
was murdered. Dona Merced 
was 22, expecting their fifth 
child.

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Escrow expected to close 
for transfer of property

Escrow was expected to close 
last week for the transfer of 
property from the Upland 
Community Redevelopment 
Agency to the developer of the 
city’s first redevelopment 
project. . 

The Redevelopment Agency 
met for a brief session last week 
to take care of a few loose ends 
before the $3.7 million 
transaction could be finalized. 


Approved at the meeting were 
escrow instructions for the 
Seventh Street and Mountain 
Avenue redevelopment to be 
developed by TRF California 
Limited Partnership. 

The Redevelopment Agency 
entered into the transaction 
April 7. 

Agency attorney Jim Markman 
said the instructions were 
“‘standard” but “rather 
complicated.” 

The agency passed the 


request in a unanimous vote of 
the four members present, 
Richard Anderson, Al Canestro, 
Rosalie Kamansky and Bob 
Nolan. 

An assignment of disposition 
and development agreement was 
also approved by the agency. 
The agreement allows the lender 
— Citicorp — to take 
possession of the development 
if TRF defaults on its obligation. 

In the final agreement, the 
agency wanted assurance from 
the developer that it will be paid 
its percentage of the net income 
it was entitled to from a previous 
agreement. 

The Redevelopment Agency 
will receive 15 percent of net 
operating income from the 
project and 15 percent of 
refinancing income or profit, if it 
is sold. 

Markman said the developer 
— Hank Gordon — is buying out 

his partners and has

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College trustee 


blames system for

Chaffey College Trustee 
James Barton blamed the 
system last week for the 
governing board’s recent 
decision to lay off three 
employees. 

“I! think you probably have a 
complaint,’”’ Barton told a small 
group of students gathered in 
the parking lot outside his firm’s 
office in Rancho Cucamonga, 
“but the complaint is not with 
our decision, it’s with the 
education code. The instructors 
themselves have established the 
guidelines. That’s something 
each of your instructors have 
voted on.” 

The governing board decided 
May 11 to give layoff notices to 
counselors Susan Starr and 
Ricardo Diaz and history 
professor Vince Nobile to make 
room for higher-seniority 
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administrators whose jobs were 
eliminated in a management 
reorganization. 

Students planned to picket the 
homes and work places of board 
members last week, but a 
scheduled protest at the 
building on the corner of Haven 
Avenue and Foothill Boulevard 
which bears Barton’s name drew 
only five students. 

Apparently, more hoopla was 
expected. Shortly before Barton 
arrived in a brown sports car at 
about 2:30 p.m., a deputy from 
the county Sheriff's Department 
cruised the parking lot for a few

Those elected to be Rancho 
Cucamonga’s movers and 
shakers are doing just that to 
each other. 

Councilman Jeff King says 
Mayor Dennis L. Stout has 
moved in and created a ‘‘closed, 
singular and possessive 
government of his own in 
Rancho Cucamonga.” 

In response, Stout says it’s 
King, not himself, who needs a 
shake-up. 

“| think (King) is a very poor 
councilman,” Stout said. ‘“‘He 
doesn’t seem to want to 
communicate with his 
colleagues on the council.” 

lf King can’t shape up, Stout 
said he thinks “it would be in the 
best interest of the city for him 
to resign.” 

The verbal fist-shaking 
between the mayor and former 
mayor began last week. 





King started it by accusing 
Stout and Councilwoman 
Deborah Brown of wasting 
taxpayer money by using acity- 
funded trip to Washington, D.C., 
for sightseeing rather than 
business. 

Stout and Brown denied the 
allegation by labeling it a 
personal attack. 

Despite the friction between 
Stout and King, others on the 
council said Wednesday the 
body has the potential to work 
together to effectively lead 
Rancho Cucamonga. 

Pam Wright said council 
members are ‘‘just now learning 
to work with each other.” 

The council’s makeup has 
been stable since last 
November’s election. 

Councilman Chuck Buquet 
recently said the conflict is 
beginning to affect how the city 


goes about its business and how 


city officials treat each other. 
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Members of the city’s staff 
have also grumbled that the 
political tensions are making 
their jobs more difficult. 

Stout and King agreed a 
problem exists. Each offered the 
same remedy: better 
communication. 

King said ‘‘a two-person City 
Council” of Stout and Brown 
needs to be opened to the other 
council members. 

He said the two “basically 
have everything figured out and 
the rest of us kind of tag along.” 

He acknowledged the two

member council, but “they 
always seem to pick up the third 
vote they need from one of us

others.”’ 
Brown was in San Franciso

King said, ‘“‘To get us all 
involved (in the council), all the 
mayor has to do is stop playing 
twosies and start soliciting the 
input of the other council 
members.” 

Stout replied by saying King, 
not Brown, is the only council 
member he considers differently 
than the others. 

Of King, Stout said, ‘I’ve done 
everything | can to communicate 
with him, but he’s made no effort 
to do the same.” 

Stout said, ‘‘I’d really like to 
know (King’s) positions. 
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“That’d be much better than 
having him come from left field 
to sabotage what we’re trying to 
do,” Stout said. 


Stout cited a letter King wrote 
to the county Board of 
Supervisors as an example of 
King ‘‘sabotaging”’ city plans. 


The letter asked the 
supervisors not to consolidate 
Municipal and Superior Courts in 
Rancho Cucamonga.

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Old R.C. house may lose out to progress

Even the best laid plans of 
mice and municipalities aren’t 
without their ironies. 


In Rancho Cucamonga, city 
planners are struggling with a 
specific plan to restore some of 
the city’s heritage to Foothill 
Boulevard. 


As they struggle, a home built 
on the roadway by acity father in 


1911 is awaiting the bulldozer. 


The George Klusman House, 
located opposite the Gemco 
Center on Foothill, is within 
months of losing its ground to 


an office building. 


It’s not, however, going 
without a struggle. 

The city’s Historic 
Preservation Commission and 
the house’s new owner, the 
Deckk Development Co., have 


been working for months to find 


anew home for the house. 


The company is willing to give 


away the 2,000 square-foot, 


California-Craftsman-style house 


to anyone who will move and 
restore it. 


Dan Richards, a partner in 


Deckk, told the City Council last 
week that despite his company’s 


and the commission’s efforts, 


the home isn’t likely to be 
moved. 


“The cold, hard ugly facts are 
that uniess you’re a 
philanthropist, (moving the 
house) is an impossible task,” 
he said. 


He said the coldest, hardest 
and ugliest fact working against 
the house is the estimated 
$180,000 it will cost to move and 
restore it. 


Because of that cost, and 
because of Deckk’s efforts to 
find anew home for the house, 
the City Council rejected a 
Historic Preservation 
Commission recommendation 


the house be dubbed a historic 
landmark. 

Such an action would make 
any person who destroyed the 
house liable for a fine of up to 
$500. 


Before voting against naming 
the house a landmark, 
Councilwoman Pam Wright said 
“I’m personally saddened we’ve 
come to this point.” 


She noted the house was 
significant not only because of 
its architecture, but also 
because it was built by the 
Klusman family. 


The Klusmans were the 
bankers and builders who helped 


Upland School District to seek court order

The Upland School District 
was to seek a court order last 
week to get the Chaffey Joint 
Union High School District to 
pay Upland High School 
teachers’ health and welfare 
benefits over the summer, said 
Upland schools chief George 
Renworth. 

In the first public sign of 
discord between the two 
districts since November’s 
successful unification election, 


an agreement to divide up assets 


between the two districts in 
preparation for the July 14 
unification date was pulled from 
the Upland school board agenda 
last week at the last minute.

Renworth said in negotiating 
the unification transition with 
the high school district, the 


Upland district gave up its rights 


to a percentage of the fund 
balance in exchange for Upland 
having no further obligations on 
employee benefits or other 
payments. 

Upland High School will leave 
the high school district and 
become part of a new, unified 
district in Upland July 1. 

In a letter to Upland High

Barton said although a lot of 
attention has been focusd on 
Nobile, who was voted faculty 
member of the year by students 
last week, ‘there is no grading in 
the system.

The West Vailey’s eucalyptus 
trees will be especially 
susceptible to a killer beetle this 
summer, an entomologist said 
last week. 

Dr. Robert Luck, an insect 
specialist at the University of 
California Riverside, said the dry 
winter has made the area’s 
eucalyptus trees just the way

longhorn borers like them. 

“Dry trees are stressed trees,” 
Luck said. 

He said the beetle — an inch- 
long, shiny black one — prefers 
to lay its eggs on stressed trees 
because they aren’t able to 
defend themselves from 
infestation. 

The beetle kills trees while 
still a larva, Luck said. After 
hatching, a beetle’s larvae bore 


into a tree and feed. 

An infested tree eventually 
stops producing gum — which it 
uses to try to smother the larvae 
— and dies, he said. 

Luck said the beetle was first 
discovered in the West Valley 
last summer. 

Since its discovery, the beetle 
has killed as many as 100 of 
Rancho Cucamonga’s
